REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN. 


The  Selectmen,  in  submitting  their  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  February  1st,  1872,  offer  the  following  sugges- 
tions and  explanations  for  the  consideration  of  the  town. 


ROADS  AND  BRIDGES, 
The  Road  and  Bridge  Committee  have  expended  the  past 
year  the  sum  of  $1,865.87.    To  complete  the  repairs  on 
Mount,  Blue  and  Cedar  Streets,  will  require  an  appropriation 
the  present  year  of  §500. 


TOWN  HALIj. 
The  Town  Hall  has  been  removed  the  past  year  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $425.69,  one-half  of  which  is  refunded  by  Mr. 
Nash.  There  has  also  been  expended  for  Town-House  lot, 
$75  ;  for  lumber  and  labor  for  fence,  $24.40  ;  making  a  total 
cost  to  the  town  of  $326.95. 


SCHOOL-HOUSES, 

The  House  in  District  Five  has  been  furnished  with  new 
furniture,  at  an  expense  of  $208.71;  with  this  exception  the 
expenses  of  the  several  houses  have  not  been  large,  yet  we 
believe  that  the  expenses  would  be  less  if  the  houses  and  out- 
buildings were  better  cared  for. 

In  the  suit  which  has  been  pending  between  this  town  and 
Hanson  for  support  of  Wm.  O.  Thomas  and  family,  a  hear- 
ing was  had  at  the  last  term  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  a 
verdict  rendered  for  the  plaintiff  town.  The  subject  will  be 
laid  before  you  at  the  Annual  Meeting.

The  number  who  have  been  fully  or  partially  supported  by 
the  town  the  jDast  year  has  been  large  ;  but  we  fail  to  see 
where  much  could  have  been  saved  without  suffering  on  the 
part  of  those  dependent  for  charity.  The  family  of  Richard 
Freeman  have  ceased  to  be  an  expense.  The  support  of 
Lucretia  Damon  and  Marcia  Witherell  has  also  ceased,  and 
we  trust  that  for  the  present  year  the  expense,  out  of  the 
Almshouse,  will  be  less. 

SUPPORT  OF  POOR  AT  ALMSHOUSE. 
The  expense  for  the  support  of  the  poor  at  the  Almshouse 
has  been  $1,098.61,  and  we  believe  that  the  inmates,  under 
the  care  of  the  faithful  Superintendent  and  wife,  can  have  no 
cause  for  complaint.  The  expense  for  the  support  of  Lydia 
Gunderway,  the  past  year,  has  been  large,  the  bill  for 
medical  attendance  at  the  Almshouse  being  mostly  on  her 
account.  About  two  months  since  she  was  removed  to  the 
Lunatic  Hospital  at  Taunton.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  value  of  Keal  and  Personal 
Estate,  May  1,  1871,  Avas  $852,632,  an  increase  of  $15,483 
from  last  year.  If  tlie  law  had  not  been  changed  in  regard  to 
Bank  Stocks,  our  valuation  would  have  been  over  $100,000 
more  than  last  year. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer's  Keport  that  the  amount 
refunded  by  the  State  for  Corporation  tax  is  large,  and  we 
would  recommend  to  all  parties  owning  Corporation  Stocks 
4s 
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to  see  that  their  place  of  residence  is  right  on  the  books  of  the 
different  Corporations,  as  it  has  been  quite  an  expense  to  the 
town  to  obtain  its  just  credits.  The  large  increase  from  the 
previous  year  was  caused  by  the  removal  to  this  town  of 
Nathan  Gushing  and  Israel  Nash,  and  should  the  Plymouth 
County  Kailroad  be  built,  others,  no  doubt,  will  make  this 
town  their  place  of  residence.  The  rate  of  taxation  the  past 
year  was  $1.47  on  |100.  The  town  has  expended  for  repairs 
on  roads  a  large  sum ;  has  paid  all  ordinary  expenses,  and 
reduced  the  debt  $3,996.41.  Should  there  be  no  extra 
expenses,  the  present  rate  of  taxation  would  cancel  the 
present  debt  in  about  three  years. 

By  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  there 
seems  to  have  been  a  uniform  decrease  in  valuation  in  many 
towns  in  Plymouth  county,  only  five  towns  showing  an 
increase.  South  Scituate,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  know,  has 
made  a  small  increase.  The  average  rate  of  taxation  in  the 
county  was  $l,55i  on  $100.

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In  making  tlieii'  Rei)oi't  to  the  citizens  of  the  town,  the 
School  Committee  turn  to  the  task  with  a  good  degree  of 
satisfaction.    Xot  that  we  are     perfectly  satisfied with 
the  progress  and  condition  of  the  Schools  but.  we  feel 
that  something  lias  been  done  to  place  them  ou  a  higher 
level  and  make  them  more  effective  for  good.    At  the 
beginning  of  the  School-year,  partly  from  necessity  an<l 
partly  from  choice,  an  entire  change  was  made  in  om* 
corps  of  teachers.    With  the  change  of  teachers  an  effort 
was  immediately  made  to  improve  the  discipline  of  tlie 
Schools.     Ft  has  1)een  demonstrated  beyond  any  doubt, 
times  without  number,  that  a  School  under  poor  govern- 
ment is  a  poor  School,  whatever  advantages  it  may  ])0>- 
sess.    Several  of  our  Schools  during  the  preceding  term 
were  so  nearly  failures,  on  account  of  loose  managemenl. 
that  the  town  would  have  lost  very  little  had  the  Schools 
been  dismissed  and  the  School-houses  closed.  Perhaps 
one  prominent  cause  of  this  result  was  the  low  wage< 
paid  to  teachers  previous  to  this  year  and  the  consequent 


inability  of  the  Committee  to  secure,  as  a  general  thing, 
the  better  and  more  experienced  teachers  and,  if  secured, 
to  retain  them.  School  "keeping''  has  in  far  too  many 
instances  taken  the  place  of  School  "teaching,"  and,  as  a 
consequence.  '*  stuffing''  and  "  show  have  been  the  order 
for  "  examination  day"  instead  of  actual  acquirements. 
The  action  of  the  town,  at  the  last  meetino'.  in  makino;  a 
larger  appropriation  for  the  Schools  —  certainly  as  wise 
as  it  was  timely  —  enabled  the  Committee  to  pay  better 
wages  and,  therefore,  to  demand  better  work.  Our  corps 
of  teachers  proved  to  be  an  exceptionally  good  one,  and 
seconded  with  ready  co-operation  the  suggestions  of  the 
Committee,  while,  in  many  instances,  using  the  results  of 
practical  experience.  We  think  the  result  has  been  a 
manifest  improvement  both  in  the  government  and  gen- 
eral order  of  our  Schools,  and  believe  that  the  improve- 
ment in  intellect  has  kept  pace  with  the  improvement  in 
manners. 

Touching  the  Schools  in  particular,  it  is  quite  difficult 
to  tell  which  one  has  made  the  greatest  actual  progress. 
During  the  Summer  and  Fall  terms,  — these  are  the  only 
completed  terms  of  which  we  can  speak,  —  the  School  in 
District  No.  2  was  certainly  the  best  ordered.  But  that 
School,  one  of  our  best,  was  in  full  better  condition  al 
the  beginning  of  the  year  than  any  other  in  the  town, 
and  whether  it  made  any  more  actual  progress  during  the 
time  than  some  of  the  others  may  be  doubted.  No.  1 
was  very  disorderly  indeed,  —  it  had.  apparently,  been 
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running  wild  lor  some  time,  —  but  the  skill  and  persever- 
ance of  the  teacher  has  made  a  great  change  in  the 
appearance  of  the  School,  and  a  vast  improvement  in 
every  respect.  No.  3  seemed  to  work  similarly  until 
about  the  middle  of  the  second  term,  when,  for  various 
reasons,  —  doubtless,  both  teacher  and  parents  were  in 
fault, — there  was  a  decline  in  excellence.  Near  the 
close  of  the  term  the  teacher  was  obliged  to  leave  on 
account  of  sickness  in  her  family,  and  the  change  of 
teachers  made  a  marked  change  for  the  better  in  the 
character  of  the  School.  We  believe  that  Nos.  4,  5,  and 
7  have  been  highly  successful  throughout  the  year,  and 
that  the  changes  made  in  the  instruction  and  manage- 
ment have  been  beneficial  in  the  extreme.  The  School 
in  District  No.  6  was  reported  a  failure  last  year,  and  had 
to  commence  as  a  failure  at  the  beginning  of  this  year. 
From  some  indications  it  would  seem  that  a  part  of  the 
pupils,  —  not  to  say  parents,  —  were  perfectly  willing  it 
should  remain  a  failure.  But,  notwithstanding  this 
lamentable  fact,  the  School  has  actually  made  good  prog- 
ress, and  is  worthy  of  all  praise  for  what  has  been  accom- 
plished under  difficulties  that  have  proved  insurmountable 
in  many  instances. 

On  the  whole,  then,  we  think  ourselves  justified  in  say- 
ing that  our  Schools  have  been  successful,  in  a  good 
degree,  throughout  the  year,  and  are  now  in  a  promising 
condition.  At  the  same  time,  while  regretting  the  neces- 
sity, we  must  say  they  have  not  been  nearly  as  successful 
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as  they  might  have  been,  had  the  parents  taken  the 
interest  they  are  in  duty  bound  to  take  in  the  education 
of  their  children.    It  is  one  of  the  strangest  things  in  the 
world  that  parents  expect  the  teachers  and  the  School 
Committee  to  do  everything  that  needs  to  be  done  to 
make  the  Schools  of  abiding  interest  and  value.  The 
teachers  may  do  all  they  can,  and  the  Committee  add 
their  efforts,  but  both  will  lose  the  best  part  of  their  toil 
while  the  parents  remain  careless  and  indifferent  to  the 
real  progress  and  acquirements  of  their  children.  The 
parents  train  their  children  for  years  ;  the  teachers  trahi 
them  for  hours.     If  the  former  do  nothing  more  than 
to  grumble  when  called  upon  to  procure  new  books,  quiz 
the  children  for  School-news,  find  fault  and  make  remarks 
derogatory  to  the  character  or  ability  of  the  teacher, 
what  benefit  will  the  children  derive  from  the  best  School 
lu  the  world?    Why  is  it  that  so  many  people  take  such 
delight  in  circulating  any  bad  reports,  frequently  none  of 
their  business,  that  may  chance  to  come  to  them  from  the 
School-room  ?    They  are  never  half  so  prompt  to  praise 
even  those  most  worthy  of  praise.    True,  our  Schools  are 
public  institutions,  and  our  School-houses  are  common 
property,  but  the  number  of  those  who  visit  the  one  and 
look  into  the  other  for  strictly  School-purposes  is  very 
small  indeed.    Our  Registers  show  the  visitors  to  be 
those  who  take  no  interest  in  the  Schools,  as  a  general 
thing,  but  go  rather  from  curiosity  or  out  of  regard  for 
the  teacher.    Even  the  Prudential  Committees  are  fre- 
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quently  very  dilatory  in  attending  to  their  duties,  oi 
which  fact  our  School-houses  far  too  often  give  vexatious 
evidence.  But  why  are  the  interests  of  our  Common 
Schools  permitted  to  be  the  last  things  considered,  and 
their  actual  needs  the  last  wants  to  be  supplied  ?  We 
have  no  institution  or  interest  that  is  so  essential  to  the 
living  success  of  the  town  as  are  our  Schools.  Town 
halls,  bridges,  roads,  even  the  draining  of  marshes  and 
''the  railroad,"  —  all  sink  into  insignificance  when  com- 
pared with  our  Common  Schools.  But  do  we  appreciate 
this  fact  and  act  acordingly  ?  How  many  parents  in  the 
town,  if  asked  what  books  their  children  vstudy,  and  how 
far  and  how  well  they  have  got  along  in  those  books,  can 
answer  the  questions  correctly  ?  At  the  same  time, 
many  declare  themselves  ''very  much  interested"  in  the 
success  of  the  Schools  and  of  their  children's  education. 
But  of  what  value  are  such  declarations  ?  A  moment's 
heed  given  to  these  matters  daily  by  those  who  ought  to 
be  interested  would  give  the  children  an  incentive  to 
strive  for  success  and  proficiency,  such  as  can  be  derived 
from  no  other  source.  The  germs  of  the  children's  con- 
duct in  and  around  the  School-house  are  planted  at  home, 
and  the  observing  teacher  can  generally  form  an  accurate 
idea  of  the  standard  of  the  parents  by  noticing  the  ruling 
motive  of  the  child.  Nine-tenths  of  the  "difficulties  "  that 
occur  in  school  are  the  direct  out-growth  of  home  influence 
and  suggestion — perhaps  not  always  nor  often  intentional 
— and  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  wherein  the  scholars 
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make  themselves  liable  to  pimishment,  the  real  culprit  is 
beyond  the  reach  of  any  one  having  authority  in  the  case, 
unless  the  town  appoint  a  special  committee  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  punish  the  parents  when  they  forget  the 
demands  of  reason  and  common  sense. 

It  is  a  sad  waste  of  time  and  breath  for  people  to  say 
they  never  make  any  trouble  in  school,"  while  at  the 
same  time  they  take  particular  pains  to  find  fault  with 
every  decisive  act  of  the  teacher  that  does  not  coincide 
with  their  own  personal  views,  and  circulate  far  and  wide 
the  intelligence  that  their  child  or  children  have  been  par- 
ticularly misused.  The  largest  amount  of  fault  finding 
about  schools  is  done  by  those  who  are  in  ignorance  of 
^he  real  facts  of  which  they  speak,  or,  at  best,  possess  but 
half  knowledge.  The  justice  of  our  courts  would  be 
more  "onesided"  than  it  is  now  if  all  evidence  were 
"  ruled  out  save  that  introduced  by  the  plaintiff*.  And 
yet  this  is  the  principle,  as  a  general  rule,  whereby  the 
value  and  eiB&ciency  of  schools  are  judged. 

These  are  not  pleasant  things  to  consider,  they  are  not 
pleasant  things  to  write,  but  they  are  evils  that  can  be 
remedied,  and  facts  that  must  be  looked  in  the  face.  The 
greater  success  and  usefulness  of  our  schools  demand  not 
only  that  these  evils  be  considered,  but  also  that  they  be 
exterminated.  Too  long  have  they  been  allowed  to  color, 
if  not  control,  all  primary  ideas  of  education  to  the  appa- 
rent detriment  of  all  concerned.  There  is  need  of  a 
thorough  revolution — a  new  order  of  things.      And,  to 
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make  the  change  beneficial,  there  is  another  evil,  one  of 
our  most  serious  difficulties,  that  must  not  be  passed  by — 
unnecessary  absenteeism.  Our  Registers  are  sadly  de- 
faced by  long  lines  of  absence  marks,  perhaps  most  fre- 
quently following  the  names  of  those  who  have  the  great- 
est need  of  school  instruction.  Doubtless  in  many  in- 
stances scholars  are  positively  obliged  to  be  absent  by 
causes  beyond  their  control,  but  in  the  vast  majority  of 
cases  no  good  reason  is  ever  given  for  the  non-attendance 
— and  this  fact  of  itself  is  a  positive  intimation  that  no 
such  reason  exists.  The  most  trifling  things  are  often 
allowed  to  become  insurmountable  obstacles  when  they 
stand  between  the  scholar  and  the  school-room.  Some- 
times even  the  children's  "  don't  want  to  go  to  school 
is  sufficient  to  keep  them  at  home.  For  some  reason  par- 
ents and  guardians  seem  strangely  averse  to  "  using 
authority"  to  induce  children  to  attend  school;  and  the  fact 
that  authority  is  lacking,  where  it  should  be  employed,  ac- 
counts in  some  measure  for  the  very  disagreeable  fact  that 
so  many  of  the  children  of  our  great  State,  and  greater 
Nation,  are  growing  up  in  willing  ignorance.  It  ishardly 
to  be  supposed  that  children  ' '  between  the  ages  of  five 
and  fifteen  "  are  entirely  fitted  to  judge  of  what  they  will 
need,  in  the  way  of  education,  through  the  years  of  life  ; 
but  certainly  we  have^  a  right  to  expect  the  parents  to 
possess  some  intelligent  idea  of  the  demands  of  the  day 
and  the  age,  and  that  they  will  try  to  place  the  blessings 
of,  at  least,  our  Common  Schools  within  the  reach  of 
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their  children.  But  the  scholars  who  attend  irregularly 
know  nothing  of  the  blessings  of  School.  They  can  have 
no  interest  in  their  lessons,  and,  on  the  whole,  are  a  hin- 
drance to  those  who  are  striving  to  advance.  They  get 
behind  their  classes.  The  teacher,  to  avoid  the  formation 
of  new  classes,  tries  to  keep  them  together  by  urging  on 
the  one  and  holding  back  the  other  ;  and  the  consequence 
is  a  state  of  things  very  far  from  satisfactory.  The  injury 
wrought  to  our  Schools  by  this  one  difficulty  is  enormous, 
and  calls  loudly  for  a  better  understanding  and  a  higher 
appreciation  of  the  evils  of  irregular  attendance.  Not 
only  do  we  need  to  look  at  the  subject  carefully  in  this 
town,  as  shown  in  the  Tabular  Statement,  but  the  same 
evil  exists  in  all  parts  of  our  country,  and  is  fast  hasten- 
ing the  advent  of  the  next  great  question  that  will  engage 
the  attention  of  this  Nation,  —  Compulsory  Education. 

While  rejoicing  in  the  measure  of  prosperity  attending 
their  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Schools,  the  Com- 
mittee regret  that  all  such  efforts  are  partially  paralyzed 
for  the  lack  of  a  better  system  of  grading.  Our  School- 
houses  are  too  full  —  not  of  scholars,  but  of  classes. 
Under  existing  circumstances  it  is  utterly  impossible  for 
our  teachers  to  give  that  attention,  either  to  the  older  or 
younger  pupils,  that  they  actually  require.  The  question 
of  a  higher  grade  of  instruction  gains  in  importance  with 
each  succeeding  year.  The  greatest  development  and 
efficiency  of  our  Common  Schools  depends  upon  the 
establishment  and  support  of  one  or  more  High  Schools .

REPORT. 


The  facts  connected  with  the  working  of  our 
schools  during  the  current  year,  indicate,  in  a  ma- 
ority  of  the  districts,  very  good  methods  of  govern- 
ment and  instruction  and  a  fair  degree  of  success. 
In  a  few  instances  the  good  promises  of  last  year  have 
been  possibly  more  than  realized.  In  other  cases  the 
energy  and  enterprise  that  always  characterize  the  best 
teachers  may  have  been  wanting  in  some  measure, 
and,  as  a  consequence,  the  proficiency  of  the  scholars 
falls  below  the  possible  and  probable,  because  ef- 
ficient aids  to  progress  remain  untouched.  In  two 
districts,  by  reason  of  an  unfortunate  choice  of  teach- 
ers, together  with  kindred  causes,  the  fair  success  ap- 
parent at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  became 
quite  the  reverse  at  the  close.  But  with  these  ex- 
ceptions our  Fall  examinations,  which  were,  perhap  s 
unusually   careful,  proved   the    scholars   to   be  in  a 
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good  working-  condition  with  a  creditable  under- 
standing of  the  various  subjects  taken  up  during  the 
time  covered  by  the  exercises. 

To  speak  of  the  schools  more  particularly,  the  one 
in  District  No.  5  sustained  the  best  examination.  The 
methods  of  instruction  employed  in  this  school,  much 
the  same  as  those  used  in  'No.  1,  and  perhaps  in 
one  or  two  others,  commend  themselves  alike  to 
teachers  and  parents,  as  approximating  the  style  of 
teaching  employed  in  the  most  successful  schools  of 
the  country.  If  in  No.  1  the  larger  class  did  not 
reach  its  usual  standard  of  excellence  in  the  exami- 
nation, the  smaller  scholars  certainly  acquitted  them- 
selves with  great  credit.  This  school  has  been 
steadily  improving  ever  since  it  came  under  the 
management  of  the  present  teacher,  and  is  doubtless 
in  a  better  condition  now  than  it  has  been  for  a 
long  time.  The  appearance  of  No.  2  was  excellent, 
and  the  examination  was  very  satisfactory.  No.  3^ 
steadily  improved  during  the  Summer  and  Fall,  and 
at  the  examination  its  condition  and  appearance  were 
certainly  very  pleasing.  During  the  Summer  the 
school  in  No.  4  was  quite  successful,  but,  for  various 
reasons,  it  seemed  advisable  to  make  a  change  of 
teachers  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Another  teacher 
was  obtained  for  the  Fall  term  and  the  school  com- 
menced with  every  prospect  of  success  ;  but  as  the 
term  advanced,  the  teacher  lost  control  of  the  school 


and  the  examination  was  far  from  satisfactory,  Nos. 
5  and  6  were  quite  successful  throughout  botli  terms, 
but  iSo.  7,  although  doing  well  during  the  Summer 
and  commencing  the  Fall  term  in  good  condition, 
followed  the  same  course  as  JSTo.  4  with  a  similar 
result. 

Of  the  Winter  (present)  t'Crm,  we  can  say  full 
better  things  than  of  either  of  the  others.  Nos.  4 
and  7,  are  retrieving  their  reputation  rapidly,  as  both 
are  highly  successful.  Some  of  our  old  teachers  are 
employing  more  energy  and  skill  than  ever  before  in 
their  school-room  work,  and  the  results  cannot  be 
other  than  beneficial  to  all  concerned.  To  the  best 
of  our  knowledge  and  belief,  all  of  our  scholars  at 
the  time  of  writing  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  con- 
dition. But  to  this  declaration  of  satisfaction  possibly 
we  ought  to  make  an  exception, —  an  exception  relative 
to  passing  scholars  into  books,  and  permitting  them 
to  take  up  subject  for  which  they    are  not  qualified. 

In  many  or  all  of  our  schools  there  are  classes 
or  scholars  using  books  or  pursuing  studies  for  which 
they  are  not  sufficiently  advanced.  We  find  scholars 
in  the  Second  Reader  who  cannot  read  well  in  the 
First,  and  others  in  the  Third,  who  ought  to  remain 
another  Fall  term,  at  least,  in  the  Second.  And, 
taking  a  wider  range  of  illustration,  scholars  try  to 
explain  the  intricacies  of  the  English  language  two 
years    before    they    ought  to   look  into  a  Grammar 
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or  vex  themselves  with  a  fruitless  attempt  to  com- 
prehend Interest,  Square  Root  or  the  Progressions 
before  they  know  anything  about  simple  fractions,  if 
indeed  they  have  any  true  knowledge  of  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  Arithmetic.  Yery  many  classes  have  one  or 
more  of  these  scholars — just  enough  to  destroy  the  in- 
terest of  the  others,  or  spoil  the  perfection  of  reci- 
tations— and  yet  no  one  has  the  heart  to  put  them 
back  where  they  belong  because  of  the  discouraging- 
effect  upon  the  scholars  themselves,  and  they  are 
frequently  in  need  of  every  inducement  to  keep 
them  along  at  all.  But  the  subject  becomes  even 
more  serious  w^ien  we  consider  whether  it  is  truly 
just  or  beneficial  to  any  one  to  keep  these  pupils 
in  places  for  which  they  are  not  fitted.  While  they 
will  undoubtedly  learn  something,  these  scholars  cer- 
tainly work  at  a  great  disadvantage,  and,  as  to 
making  the  best  of  their  time  and  opportunities,  the 
classes  to  which  they  belong  must  be  kept  back 
for  them,  causing  great  dissatisfaction  among  their 
classmates  and  parents,  or  their  best  efforts  will,  in 
a  great'  measure,  prove  worthless. 

The  causes  that  lead  to  this  condition  of  things 
are  various.  One  is  the  absence  of  an  appreciative 
knowledge  of  the  acquirements  of  the  pupil,  and, 
consequently,  urging  or  permitting  the  purchase  of 
a  new  book,  whereas  the  whole  attention  should 
have    been  turned   backward  to  a  careful  review  o 
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the  old  one.  Another  course  lies  in  the  fact  that 
some  children,  when  first  sent  to  school,  are  supplied 
with  books  much  too  difficult  for  their  use — the  pur- 
chase being  made  more  in  accordance  to  their  age 
or  size  than  with  their  needs — for  the  reason  that 
they  feel  ashamed  to  be  classed  with  the  little  boys 
and  girls,  who  are  fully  their  equals  in  scholarship. 
But  this  feeling  of  shame  is  a  feeling  of  false  shame 
and  ought  not  to  decide  the  selection  of  books. 
The  only  honor  received  by  a  scholar  as  the  mem- 
ber of  any  class,  consists  in  being  a  good  member 
of  that  class.  And  farther  than  this,  differences  in 
teachers  make  great  differences  in  the  attainments 
of  pupils.  The  facts  are  clear  and  the  conclusions 
cannot  be  avoided.  Two  teachers  having  pupils  of 
the  same  ability,  as  far  as  human  eye  can  see,  will 
produce  entirely  different  results.  With  one,  the 
classes  and  individual  scholars  will  pass  rapidly  over 
subjects  and  books  and  seem  to  be  making  famous 
progress,  when  a  close  questioning  will  reveal  the 
unwelcome  fact  that  they  have  been  so  high  "over" 
their  studies  that  they  know  but  little  about  them. 
With  the  other  teacher,  the  scholars  go  ''through'^ 
every  subject  they  take  up  and  are  not  permitted 
to  leave  it  until  they  have  completely  mastered  it, 
and  not  only  know  it,  hut  know  that  they  know  it.  The 
one  teacher  is  perfectly  satisfied  if  her  scholars  have 
learned   the  printed   questions  and   answers,  and  in- 
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structs  them  to  rest  their  reason  on  the  printed 
rules :  while  the  other  takes  the  substance  of  all 
this  and  uses  everv  other  means  within  her  reach 
to  assist  her  scholars  to  look  through  and  beyond 
these  rules,  to  understand  the  principles  on  which 
they  rest,  and  to  develop  their  reasoning  faculties 
and  powers  of  comprehension,  rather  than  burden 
their  memories  with  what  they  are  sure  to  forget. 
It  is  easy  to  see  how  under  the  management  of  the 
first  mentioned  teacher  scholars  drift  into  positions 
for  which  they  are  not  prepai'ed  :  and  it  is  also  easy 
to  see  which  teacher  will  work  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  her  scholars,  although  she  may  seem  to 
'"make  haste  slowly.'' 

And  relative  to  school  teaching,  we  would  say  a 
word  to  those  in  om'  schools,  and  out  of  them,  who 
desire  to  obtain  schools.  It  is  not  sufficient  for  you 
to  understand  all  the  subjects  that  are  taught  in 
our  common  schools  in  order  to  become  good  teach- 
ers. Much  more  is  requisite.  You  must  not  only 
possess  the  knowledge  and  the  abiUty  to  govern, 
but  you  must  also  possess  the  ability  to  impart  that 
knowledge  to  others  in  an  attractive  and  yet  in  an 
impressive  manner.  Teaching  is  becoming  more  of  a 
science  every  year,  and  the  best  teachers  are  those 
who  keep  abreast  of  the  times  and  are  able  to  use 
every    known    instriunentality.    certainly    every  one 
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within  their  reach,  to  make  their  work  effective.  To 
make    the    most    of    themselves,  teachers    must  be 
trahied  to  their  work — to  teaching — as  one  is  trained 
to  a  trade  or  to  any  of  the  professions.    Those  who 
are    thus    trained,    otiier    c[ualifications    being  equal, 
have    the  preference,  in  the  majority  of  Committees, 
over    those  who  have    received  no  such  instruction, 
in   the   selection   of  teachers.    And   as   the  number 
of  .these   teachers  is  increasing  every  year,  we  would 
most  emphatically  advise  all  who  desire  to  teach  in 
our  town  or  elsewhere,  to  take  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunities so  generously  offered  by  our  State,  in  her 
Normal  Schools,  and  fit  themselves  to  work  success- 
fully and  secure  good  situations,  before  they  make  a 
beginning 

We  note,  as  an  indication  favorable  to  the  greater 
usefulness  of  our  schools,  the  efforts  made  by  many 
of  our  teachers  and  pupils  to  do  away  with  un- 
necessary absenteeism.  We  give  a  list  of  those  in  each 
District  who  have  not  been  absent  during  the  several 
terms  of  a  year — taking  into  the  time  the  Winter 
term  of  last,  and  the  Summer  and  Fall  terms  of  the 
present  school  year.

This  Roll  of  Honor  looks  very  well  for  the  first 
year  of  its  publication,  particularly  as  its  formation 
has  had  the  effect  of  keeping  many  scholars  steadily 
at  school  who  have  hitherto  been  very  irregular  in 
their  attendance.  Quite  a  number  whose  names  do 
not  appear  have  striven  faithfully  for  this  honorable 
mention,  and  have  only  failed,  perhaps  in  the  last 
days  of  the  term,  because  of  illness  or  unavoidable 
accident.  But  let  them  not  be  discouraged,  If  they 
have  not  obtained  all  they  sought,  and  their  names 
are  not  printed,  they  have  surely  obtained  much  by 
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their  increased  care  and  diligence  that  is  of  more 
abiding  value.  And,  farther  than  this,  other  years  are 
coming,  and,  consequently,  other  Reports,  wherein  we 
hope  the  number  of  those  not  absent  during  the  year  will 
become  larger,  and  still  larger,  until  nothing  save  posi- 
tive ill  health  will  be  able  to  keep  the  scholars  from  their 
places  in  the  school-room  during  the  hours  for  study. 
Then  the  terrible  evils  of  absenteeism  that  have  been 
mentioned  so  many  times,  and  still  need  to  be  remem- 
bered, will  have  become  a  record  of  the  past  instead  of  a 
disagreeable  reality. 

Another  fact  which  we  mention  with  pleasure  is,  that 
in  some  of  our  Districts  our  Registers  show  that  many  of 
the  parents  have  visited  the  schools  during  the  year. 
This  is  as  it  should  be  ;  let  the  number  increase.  Our 
schools  are  worthy  of  attention  and  careful  consideration. 
Several  of  them  are  competent  to  give  their  scholars  a 
good,  practical  common  school  education,  fitting  them 
very  well  for  the  ordinary  business  transactions  of  life. 
But  there  is  still  room  lor  improvement.  Our  best 
'teachers  declare  their  inability  to  do  full  justice  to  the 
scholars  entrusted  to  their  charge,  because  of  the  great, 
and  seemingly  unavoidable,  number  of  classes,  and  call  to 
mind  again  that  long  considered  project  —  some  system 
of  grading.  It  has  been  suggested  by  many  —  and  the 
suggestion  is  a  good  one — -that  these  larger  schools  be 
divided  and  assistant  teachers  employed  ;  but  our  schools 
houses,  with  a  single  exception,  are  not  suitable  for  this 


purpose — and.  at  present,  the  suggestion  is  imprac- 
ticable. The  subject  appeals  to  our  further  and  careful 
attention.  Let  us  not  neglect  the  needs  of  oiu^  school, 
nor  foro-et  their  benefits.  Let  us.  rather,  be  o-enerous 
toward  them  as  the  foimdation  of  our  common  intelli- 
gence, as  the  pride  and  a  source  of  the  power  of  oin^ 
Commonwealth,  and  the  living  basis  of  our  national 
existence,  growth,  and  prosperity.

f^eport  of  tl^e  ^dl\ool  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  South  Scituate: 

In  presenting  to  you  our  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
schools  for  the  past  year  we  shall  practice  brevity,  since 
we  find  more  in  all  our  schools  to  approve  than  to  find 
fault  with. 

The  schools  have  generally  during  the  year  been  in 
good  hands,  and  some  of  them  we  think  have  been  more 
successful  than  in  former  years.  In  some  districts  irreg- 
ularity in  attendance  is  a  serious  evil  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  school.  Parents  think  it  a  little  matter  that  a 
child  is  detained  at  home  a  few  days  now  and  then.  They 
do  not  realize  that  just  as  often  as  the  child  is  kept  from 
school,  just  so  far  will  he  be  behind  his  class.  When  he 
returns  to  school  his  class  is  farther  advanced  than  be- 
fore, and  the  recitations  that  have  been  lost,  or  the  prin- 
ciples explained  while  away,  makes  his  task  more  diffi- 
cult than  before,  as  the  examples  solved  in  his  absence 
he  does  not  understand.  Parents  alone  can  remedy  this 
evil,  and  it  should  be  their  aim  that  their  children  should 
be  constant  and  punctual  in  their  attendance  at  school.

Money  is  not  all  that  is  wanting  to  raise  still  higher 
tlie  condition  of  our  schools.  It  is  in  some  districts  a 
deeper  interest  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  They  should 
suppress  all  censure  and  careless  expressions  in  relation 
to  the  teacher.  They  should  instill  into  the  minds  of 
their  children  the  importance  of  ecJucation.  They  should 
not  forget  that  the  children  and  youth  will  soon  be  called 
upon  to  fill  offices  of  '^honor  and  trust,"  and  if  they  are 
properly  educated  will  be  useful  members  of  society,  an 
honor  to  their  parents  and  to  themselves. 

The  committee  are  gratified  to  observe  an  increase  in 
the  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  parents  upon  the  ex- 
aminations of  the  schools  and  in  occasional  visits  the 
past  year,  as  it  ]e.nds  inspiration  to  the  teacher,  scholar,  ' 
and  to  all.  The  farmer  looks  well  to  his  hired  help,  and 
sees  that  the  work  on  his  farm  is  well  and  profitably 
done.  The  merchant  keeps  an  eye  upon  the  doings  of 
his  clerk,  that  his  profits  may  not  run  to  waste.  If  you 
would  take  the  same  pains  to  ascertain  the  progress  of 
your  children,  by  visiting  the  school-room,  your  labor 
would  doubtless  be  rewarded  by  the  gratitude  of  the 
teacher  and  an  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  your 
children. 

The  schools  in  Nos.  I  and  2  are  large,  and  for  the 
present  term  assistant  teachers  are  employed.  Opinions 
may  differ  in  regard  to  the  propriety  of  such  a  course  in 
the  present  shape  of  the  school-houses,  and  we  would 
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suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  best  to  attach  a  class- 
room  to  the  school-houses  m  Districts  1  and  2. 

By  an  examination  of  the  registers ^  we  find  that  the 
number  of  scholars  not  absent  for  the  year  is  15.  last 
year  but  6.  Not  absent  for  two  terms  25,  last  year  only 
14  ;  and  quite  a  number,  whose  names  do  not  appear, 
were  only  absent  on  account  of  sickness.  While  it  can- 
not be  expected  that  every  scholar  will  attend  every  day, 
yet  this  should  be  the  object  aimed  at.  *  Children  who 
are  punctual  at  school  will  learn  to  be  punctual  in  every- 
thing else.'' 

In  conclusion  we  would  say,  as  we  love  our  children, 
as  we  desire  the  public  good,  let  us  cherish  our  "Common 
Schools"  and  give  to  them  our  earnest  aiid  united  support.

Report  of  the  Selectmen. 


The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  South  Scituate  present  for  the 
consideration  of  the  town  their  Annual  Report  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  financial  year  ending  January  1,  1876, 
accompanied  bj  estimates  of  the  probable  expenditures  of  the 
town  for  the  coming  year  : 

REPAIES  OF  HIGHWAYS. 

How  to  keep  our  roads  in  good  condition  is  an  important 
question,  and  one  affecting  the  convenience  and  business  inter- 
ests of  the  whole  town.  Various  systems  and  methods  have 
been  proposed  at  our  annual  meetings,  but  we  are  led  to  believe 
that  under  the  present  system  the  condition  of  our  roads  have 
improved  from  year  to  year.  We  raise  about  forty  dollars  for 
every  mile  of  road  in  town,  besides  expending  the  past  year  over 
six  hundred  dollars  more  for  extra  repairs.  We  have  given  the 
amount  expended  by  each  Surveyor,  and  the  prices  paid  by 
them  for  labor,  more  in  detail  than  usual.  ' 

GUIDE  BOARDS. 

The  guide  and  street  boards  are  generally  in  good  condition, 
one  having  been  erected  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  River  streets, 
and  others  repaired  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 
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COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

The  derangement  of  business  the  past  year  has  thrown  many 
out  of  employment,  yet  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the 
amount  of  taxes  outstanding  and  those  abated  by  the  Assessors 
are  less  than  in  previous  years. 

SUPPOET  OF  POOR  OET  OF  ALMSHOUSE. 

The  expense  in  this  department  shows  a  slight  increase  over 
that  of  last  year.  The  oills  for  medical  attendance  have  been 
laroje,  and  it  seems  to  us  that  the  cost  would  be  less  if  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  were  allowed  to  furnish  all  necessary  medical 
attendance.  The  latter  method  is  adopted  in  nearly  all  the 
towns  in  the  State.  Patrick  Monahon,  who  has  been  under 
treatment  at  the  Insane  Hospital  at  Taunton,  has  died,  and  at 
present  only  one  remains  there  at  the  expense  of  the  town. 

FIXANXIAL. 

By  reference  to  the  body  of  the  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  condition  of  the  town  is  a  very  favorable  one.  And  should 
no  unforeseen  expense  present  itself,  the  rate  of  taxation  for 
1876  will  probably  not  exceed  that  of  last  year.

School  Report. 


The  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Annual  Report,  are 
glad  to  be  able  to  speak  so  favorably  of  the  schools  un- 
der their  supervision.  Never,  since  our  connection  with 
them,  have  they  been  so  prosperous  as  a  whole.  All,  in- 
deed, are  not  equally  good.  None  fully  realize  our  ideal 
of  what  a  school  should  be,  yet  in  all,  there  has  been 
gratifying  progress. 

Various  causes  have  conspired  to  produce  so  desirable 
a  result.  The  town  for  several  years  has  given  its 
schools  a  more  generous  support,  enabling  the  committee 
to  secure  better  teachers,  and  longer  retain  their  ser- 
vices. A  quickened  interest  is  also  felt  by  many  of  the 
parents  in  the  progress  of  their  children  (certainly  in  some 
sections  of  the  town),  as  evidenced  by  their  presence  at 
the  examinations,  and  occasional  visits  to  the  schools  at 
other  times.  We  have  had,  too,  an  excellent  corps  of 
teachers  the  past  year — some  of  them  for  several  succes- 
sive years — who  have  been  devoted  to  their  work,  and 
labored  faithfully  and  efficiently.  To  them  the  credit  is 
mainly  due  for  the  improved  condition  of  our  schools. 
Our  scholars,  also,  very  many  of  them,  have  nobly  im- 
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proved  their  opportunities,  and  endeavored  to  prepare 
every  lesson  thoroughly.  Let  the  same  love  of  study  ani- 
mate all,  attended  witli  like  diligence  and  perseverance, 
and  our  schools  would  be  models  of  excellence  ;  for  no 
intellectual  resources  of  the  teacher,  or  skill  in  imparting 
instruction,  can  compensate  for  the  lack  of  personal  ap- 
plication on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  Every  thing  really 
wortli  having  is  the  purchase  of  toil  and  earnest  effort, 
and  learning  certainly  forms  no  exception  to  the  rule. 
Improved  methods  of  teaching,  however,  greatly  lighten 
the  learner's  tasks  and  facilitate  his  progress  Formerly 
the  memory  was  almost  the  only  faculty  cultivated,  and 
children  were  required  to  repeat  verbatim  a  great  deal 
they  but  imperfectly  comprehended,  and  hence  soon  for- 
got :  but  now  juster  ideas  of  education  prevail,  and  our 
teachers  strive  to  cultivate  the  reasoning  powers,  and  by 
illustration  and  explanation  to  lead  their  pupils  to  a  full 
understanding  of  what  they  learn. 

We  think,  however,  some  of  our  teachers  are  still  too 
much  confined  to  text  books,  and  would  recommend  de- 
voting more  time  to  oral  instruction.  We  heartily  ap- 
prove the  manner  of  reciting  by  topics  already  practiced 
to  a  considerable  extent  in  our  schools,  and  we  much 
prefer  to  have  the  scholars  give  the  thoughts  of  the  au- 
thor in  their  own  words  than  repeat  his  language.  The 
acquisition  of  ideas,  rather  than  words,  is  the  object  to  be 
sought.  The  mission  of  the  teacher  is  not  only  to  give 
instruction,  but  to  awaken  the  dormant  faculties  of  the 
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mind,  to  develop  and  call  into  activity  its  latent  powers, 
to  teach  the  child  to  observe,  to  think,  to  reason,  to  ana- 
lyze, to  use  the  knowledge  gained.  A  noble  work,  truly, 
and  rich  in  far-reaching  results. 

Much  has  been  said  in  former  Reports  of  the  evils  re- 
sulting from  irregular  attendance,  and  they  can  hardly  be 
over-estimated.  This  continues  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
drawbacks  to  the  prosperity  of  our  schools,  but  the  per- 
centage of  attendance  is  gradually  improving.  A  large 
number  of  our  scholars  are  inspired  by  a  noble  ambition 
to  be  punctually  in  their  places  every  day.  and  are  only 
detained  at  home  by  sickness  or  necessity,  and  these 
scholars  almost  invariablv  rank  hio-h  in  tlieir  classes.  Our

Roll  of  Honor  is  year  by  year  enlarging,  and  some  whose 
names  do  not  appear  are  equally  deserving  of  credit,  as 
their  absence  was  occasioned  by  no  fault  of  theirs.  Year 
before  last  there  were  six  scholars  not  absent  during  the 
year  ;  last  year,  fifteen  ;  this  year,  twenty.  Last  yf-ar 
there  were  fifty-five  not  absent  one  term  ;  this  year, 
eighty-two  ;  also,  thirty-two  not  absent  two  terms. 

The  usefulness  of  our  schools  is  often  impaired  by  ad- 
verse criticism  and  thoughtless  remarks  respecting  teach- 
ers. Nothing  should  ever  be  said  in  the  presence  of  chil- 
dren to  weaken  their  confidence  in  their  instructors.  If 
a  parent  or  guardian  disapproves  of  the  methods  of  in- 
struction or  discipline  pursued  in  any  school,  let  him  seek 
an  interview  with  the  teacher,  and  calmly  talk  the  mat- 
ter over  ;  and  we  feel  confident  that  in  nearly  every  in- 
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stance  a  full  knowledge  of  facts,  with  a  statement  of  the 
motives  and  purposes  of  the  teacher,  will  remove  disaffec- 
tion, and  secure  sympathy  and  support.  Our  teachers 
are  not  infallible,  and  doubtless  sometimes  make  mistakes, 
but  we  believe  they  aim  to  do  their  best,  and  w^ould  ac- 
complish much  more  did  they  have  the  hearty  co  opera- 
tion of  all  the  parents. 

We  have  encouraged  our  teachers  in  devoting  much 
attention  to  Reading.  To  be  a  good  reader  we  consider 
a  great  accomplishment,  and  it  is  highly  important  chil- 
dren should  be  taught  aright  from  the  very  commence- 
ment. In  some  of  our  schools  even  the  younger  pupils 
read  so  distinctly,  and  with  so  much  beauty  of  expression, 
it  is  a  real  pleasure  to  listen  to  them.  We  want  all  to 
have  the  same  careful  training.  Some  of  our  advanced 
scholars  are  studying  Algebra  and  History,  but  Geogra- 
phy, Grammar,  and  Arithmetic,  with  Reading,  Writing, 
and  Spelling,  are  the  main  branches  of  study  pursued. 
We  want  our  scholars  to  obtain  a  thorough,  practical 
knowledge  of  these,  and  then  they  \yill  have  laid  the 
foundation  of  a  good  English  education,  upon  which  they 
may  successfully  build  in  after  years. 

In  Districts  Nos.  1  and  2,  the  schools  are  so  large,  as- 
sistant teachers  have  been  employed  for  two  hours  each 
day  throughout  the  year.  Our  townsmen  in  that  section 
have  made  many  and  earnest  appeals  for  better  and  more 
extensive  accommodations  for  their  children,  and  we 
should  fail  in  an  important  duty  did  we  neglect  to  reiterate 
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those  appeals.  The  school-houses  in  those  Districts  are 
not  adapted  to  the  use  of  two  teachers,  and  we  would 
suggest  that  an  addition  be  made  to  each  of  them,  so  as 
to  furnish  a  recitation  room  for  the  use  of  each  assistant. 
Two  classes  reciting  simultaneously  in  the  same  room, 
distract  the  attention  and  cause  much  confusion. 

In  many  of  our  school-rooms  the  ventilation  is  very 
imperfect,  and  we  speak  of  it  with  the  hope  that  in  the 
future  more  attention  may  be  paid  to  a  subject  so  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  health  of  our  children. 

For  the  present  term  the  committee  were  under  the 
necessity  of  employing  a  new  corps  of  teachers,  with  a 
single  exception  ;  but  all  are  prosecuting  their  labors 
with  zeal  and  ability,  and  give  promise  of  success.

This  school,  during  the  winter  and  spring,  was  under  the  in- 
struction of  Miss  Hattie  K.  Gardner.  At  the  close  of  the  latter 
term,  she  resigned,  and  Miss  Kebecca  C.  Brooks  was  invited  to 
reoccupy  her  former  position.  Throughout  the  year,  this  school 
has  fully  sustained  its  previous  good  character.  The  disciphne 
has  been  good,  the  instruction  thorough,  and  substantial  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  different  studies  pursued.

The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  South  Scituate  present  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Town,  the  Twenty- Seventh  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  January  1,  1877. 

ROADS  AND  BRIDGES. 

There  has  been  expended  the  past  year  for  extra  and  ordi- 
nary repairs,  $2,368.77,  it  being  $334.83  less  than  last 
year.  The  repairs  on  Grove  street  are  not  yet  completed ^ 
the  work  being  in  charge  of  Pyam  Jacobs,  who  is  to  receive 
$200  for  the  same  when  completed. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  house  in  District  1  has  been  enlarged  at  an  expense  of 
$1,114.94  including  furniture.  It  has  now  two  good  rooms 
of  sufficient  size  for  the  accommodation  of  the  children  in 
that  district. 

The  new  school  house  in  District  2  is  not  yet  complete  but 
will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  coming  spring.  The  building  is 
43Jx28  feet,  two  stories,  and  Avill  accommodate  about  one 
hundred  scholars. 

TOWN  HALL  AND  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

The  amounts  paid  on  the  above  have  been  $627.76.  There 
should  be  deducted  from  this  amount  $101.19  for  sale  of  un- 
derpinning stone  and  brick.  We  believe  that  all  bills  con- 
tracted on  the  same  have  been  paid,  unless  the  contractor 
should  present  one  which  as  yet  he  has  failed  to  do. 
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SUPPORT  OF  POOPt. 

The  cost  for  support  of  the  poor  out  of  almshouse  the 
past  year  has  been  $1,700.21.  There  has  been  received  and 
is  due  from  State  and  towns,  for  allowance,  $703.47,  makmg 
a  total  cost  to  the  town  of  $996.74,  or  $86.03  less  than  the 
cost  to  the  town  for  eleven  months  in  1875.  The  questions 
of  settlement  of  paupers  between  this  town  and  the  towns  of 
Hanover  and  Pembroke  have  been  amicably  settled. 

The  cost  for  support  of  poor  in  the  almshouse  has  been 
$1,455.21.  We  have,  however,  the  past  year,  purchased  an 
extra  amount  of  bedding  and  furniture  and  also  a  new  cook- 
ing range,  and  a  part  of  the  expense  should  be  deducted 
from  cost  of  support  of  inmates  the  present  year.  There  has 
also  been  furnished  meals  and  lodgings  to  478  tramps,  at  a 
probable  cost  of  $125.  They  are  allowed  crackers,  molasses 
and  cheap  coffee.  They  are  placed  in  the  prison  house,  un- 
der lock  and  key ;  a  fire  is  furnished  them,  also  blankets  and 
straw  for  bedding.  They  have  usually  behaved  well,  although 
some  of  them  are  disposed  to  find  fault  with  our  mode  of 
treatment.    The  largest  number  on  any  one  night  was  16. 

The  prison  house  was  damaged  by  fire  on  Sunday  evening, 
December  24th,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  timely  assistance 
of  those  living  in  that  vicinity  the  building  must  have  been 
destroyed.  The  cause  was  probably  a  defective  flue,  and  to 
those  who  rallied  at  the  alarm  and  fought  the  flames  which 
threatened  to  destroy  a  large  amount  of  property,  are  worthy 
of  at  least,  the  thanks  of  the  town.  The  building  was  dam- 
aged to  the  amount  of  about  $50.  The  expense  of  repairs, 
however,  will  not  appear  in  this  report. 

By  courtesy  of  George  G.  Dyer,  Esq.,  executor  of  the  will 
of  Thomas  Coffin,  late  of  Plymouth,  we  have  been  furnished  a 
copy  of  that  portion  of  Mr.  Coffin's  will  that  relates  to  this 
Town,  which  is  as  follows  : 

"I  give  to  the  town  of  South  Scituate  in  said  Common- 
wealth, the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dollars,  in  Trust ;  never- 
theless to  expend  so  much  of  the  net  income  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Selectmen  shall  be  necessary  for  the  proper  care 
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of  my  family  lot  iu  the  Cemetery  in  said  town,  and  the  bal- 
ance of  said  income,  after  said  expenditure,  to  be  applied  in 
aid  of  the  needy  poor  of  said  town,  not  resident  in  the  Alms- 
house, according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor." 

The  question  of  paying  an  assessment  of  one  per  cent,  on 
418  shares  of  stock  subscribed  by  this  town  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Plymouth  County  Rail  Eoad  Company,  was  by 
vote  of  the  town  referred  to  Messrs.  Harris  &  Tucker  for  their 
opinion. 

They  have  reported  to  us  their  opinion  in  the  case,  and 
have  also  cited  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  which  coin- 
cide with  their  opinion,  "Tto  ^7ie  toicn  is  not  liable  to  jpay 
any  assessment  on  the  shares  of  said  stock,'^

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  of  South  Scituate  respectfully  sub- 
mit to  the  town  the  following,  as  the  Annual  Report.  We 
recognize  with  pleasure  the  lively  interest  manifested  by  our 
citizens  to  secure  for  the  young  liberal  attainments  in  knowl- 
edge. If  we  desire  the  increase  of  our  population  by  acces- 
sions to  it  of  intelligent  and  influential  families,  sound  poli- 
cy requires  liberal  provisions  for  the  support  of  public 
schools.  Such  provisions  the  well  known  generosity  of  our 
citizens  warrants  us  to  believe  will  be  made.  Nearly  all  of 
our  schools  are  in  a  prosperous'  condition.  There  is  a  cheer- 
ful attention  to  study,  and  a  respect  for  government  on  the 
part  of  the  children,  which  clearly  indicates  that  the  right 
inspiration  pervades  the  school  room.  The  public  school  is 
a  school  of  manners  and  morals,  as  well  as  of  learning.  It 
is  not  sufficient  to  give  scholars  line  upon  line  and  precept 
upon  precept,  they  must  also  have  example  upon  example. 
Instruction  is  not  given  by  word  alone  —  the  manner  teaches 
though  the  tongue  be  silent.  Daily  preparation  for  the 
duties  of  the  school-room  must  be  practiced  by  every  teach- 
er who  would  honestly  discharge  his  duty  to  the  public,  or 
hope  for  continued  success  in  his  calling.  In  addition  to 
mental  acquirements,  there  must  be  love  of  the  work.  With- 
out ardent  enthusiasm  to  teach,  and  a  hopefulness  that  looks 
for  results  in  the  future,  no  one  is  fit  for  the  office  of  public 
instructor.    The  parents  of  our  youth  can,  by  cultivating  a 
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deep  home  interest  in  the  teacher's  work,  and  by  a  cheerful 
co-operation  with  their  endeavors,  render  instruction  more 
effectual.  Parental  approval  would  lighten  a  teacher's  labors, 
which  at  best  are  arduous,  but  it  unfortunately  happens  that 
approval  is  less  freely  accorded  than  censure.  By  occasion- 
ally visiting  the  school,  where  the}^  ma}^  witness  the  actual 
difficulties  teachers  have  to  contend  with,  they  would  soon 
appreciate  the  arduousness  of  their  task,  and  cherish  a  hear- 
tier sympathy  with  them.  We  regard  such  visitations  a 
parental  duty,  for  the  school  is  but  the  auxiliary  of  the  home, 
and  if  parents  neglect  their  children  they  cannot  reasonably 
demand  of  others  an  ardent  zeal  for  their  welfare .  The  hab- 
it of  talking  familiarly  and  usefully  to  the  children,  to  each 
according  to  his  capacity,  is  an  invaluable  qualitication  in  a 
teacher  or  parent.  Its  practice  should  be  encouraged  and 
cultivated,  for  it  will  prove  not  only  delightful,  but  most  suc- 
cessful in  imparting  instruction  and  enkindling  in  them  a  love 
for  learning.  The  rod,  which  has  but  very  little  effect  upon 
some  children,  might  break  at  a  blow  the  heart  of  another, 
and  even  a  harsh  word  from  a  teacher's  lips  might  crush  the 
spirits  of  a  sensitive  child.  Bad  as  corporeal  punishment  may 
be,  worrying  and  fretting  children  by  frequent  little  reproofs 
and  hasty  reprimands,  is  scarcely  better.  No  severe  punish- 
ment should  be  inflicted  except  with  the  conviction  that  it 
may  result  in  good  to  the  offender,  or  to  the  school,  and  in  a 
spirit  of  kindness.  It  is  an  easy,  matter  to  give  a  child 
a  few  black  marks  —  too  easy,  it  may  be,  with  some  teach- 
ers —  but  if  undeserved  they  may  sour  his  spirit  and  prove 
ineffaceable  marks  in  his  future  character.  In  some  of  our 
schools  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  reading,  and  it 
should  be  in  all.  Many  pupils  think  that  to  read  well  is  a 
small  accomplishment,  but  it  is  certain  that  to  be  a  poor  reader 
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is  a  shame  to  every  one  that  pretends  to  be  a  scholar,  or  has 
enjoyed  the  privileges  of  common  school  education. 

Declamations  should  be  required  of  the  boys,  and  compo- 
sitions of  both  boys  and  girls  in  all  the  classes  which  study 
grammar.  It  is  not  expected  that  much  vnW  be  written  by 
the  younger  scholars,  nevertheless  they  will  early  form  the 
habit  of  putting  thoughts  on  paper,  and  therefore  improve  in 
the  use  of  language  and  in  ability  to  think.  It  is  also  of  the 
tirst  importance  that  all  connected  with  the  school  should  be 
punctual ;  and  let  every  one  be  in  his  place  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  exercises.  Punctuality  and  prompt  attend- 
ance to  every  duty  is  of  vast  consequence  in  all  the  affairs  of 
life  ;  without  it  no  undertaking  can  succeed.  This  golden 
chance  to  make  the  young  self-reliant,  and  so  far  as  may  be 
independent  of  outward  circumstances,  should  not  be  lost. 
But  should  no  misfortune  occur  in  the  future,  could  the  most 
hopeful  of  our  youth  be  assured  that  they  would  realize  their 
highest  anticipations  of  coming  ease  and  wealth,  a  common 
school  education  is  still  an  imperative  duty. 

We  present  the  following  detailed  report  of  our  schools  : 


DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  B.  Tirrell ;  a 
lady  of  thorough  education,  but  not  having  the  tact  for  gov- 
erning, she  soon  lost  control  of  the  school  and  it  became 
noisy  and  disorderly.  For  the  spring  and  fall  terms,  the 
services  of  Miss  Rebecca  C.  Brooks  were  again  secured,  who 
soon  restored  order,  and  conducted  the  school  with  her 
usual  ability  and  success.  She  is  a  thorough,  faithful  and 
efficient  teacher,  and  well  merits  the  continued  confidence  of 
the  patrons  of  that  school.    The  pupils  at  the  examination  of 
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the  fall  term,  acquitted  themselves  with  great  credit,  giriiig 
ample  proof  of  their  own  industry ,  aud  of  the  skill  of  their 
teacher.  The  Pi'imarv  School  was  taught  by  Miss  Alice 
Simmons,  who  by  her  kind  and  gentle  manner,  soon  won 
the  love  and  respect  of  her  pupils.  Good  improvement  was 
made,  and  tlie  examination  was  very  creditable  to  teacher 
and  scholars.

Judkins,  who  had  taught  twelve  years  and  had  good  recom- 
mendations, was  employed.

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REPORT  OF  THP:  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Voters  of  South  Scituate: 

111  presenting  to  you  the  twenty-eighth  annual  report  of 
the  expenditures  for  the  past  year,  a  few  words  of  explana- 
tion may  not  be  unnecessary. 

At  the  eomniencement  of  the  year  you  had  in  the  hands  of 
your  Treasurer,  in  cash  and  outstanding  taxes,  $4,503.58. 
There  was  also  due  from  the  State  and  towns  $2,009.24, 
making  a  total  of  $6,512.82.  There  were  evidences  of  debt 
amounting  to  $7,934.15,  leaving  a  balance  against  the  town 
January  1,  1877,  of  $1,421.33. 

Roads  and  Bridges. 

There  has  been  expended  the  past  year  for  extra  and  ordi- 
nary repairs  $2,114.90.  The  repairs  on  Central  street  as  or- 
dered by  the  County  Commissioners,  was  by  vote  of  the 
town  put  in  charge  of  Piam  Jacobs,  and  the  repairs  of  Main 
and  Dover  streets,  in  charge  of  R.  P.  Briggs  ;  the  cost  of 
repairs  on  the  same  being  12,014.42,  for  which  the  town 
made  no  assessment. 

School  Houses. 

In  District  No.  3  a  new  wood-house  has  been  built  at  a 
cost  of  $103.35.    New  out-buildings  have  also  been  erected 
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in  District  No.  2,  by  vote  of  the  town,  and  the  amount  paid 
to  complete  the  new  school  house  and  out-buildings  has  been 
$1,254.21,  to  which  annex  the  sum  paid  last  year  of  $1,334. 61, 
making  n  total  of  '1}^2,r)88.82  for  which  no  assessment  has 
been  made. 

Support  of  Poor. 

The  cost  for  support  of  poor  in  the  almshouse  has  been 
$1,024.80.  There  has  been  furnished  meals  and  lodgings 
to  478  tramps,  at  a  probable  cost  of  $119.50.  They  are  usu- 
ally well  clothed,  and  persons  not  over  thirty-five  years  of 
age.  The  average  cost  throughout  the  State  for  meals  and 
lodgings  to  each  one  is  thirty-tive  cents.  As  the  tramp  ques- 
tion is  now  being  agitated  before  the  Legislature,  it  is  hoped 
they  will  enact  some  stringent  law  by  which  this  wholesale 
tramping  will  be  broken  up. 

The  cost  for  support  of  poor  out  of  almshouse  has  been 
$1,708.29.  There  has  been  received  and  is  due  from  the 
State  and  towns  $761,  leaving  the  total  cost  to  the  town 
$946.61.  The  allowance  granted  to  some  families  may  seem 
large,  but  we  believe  that  none  have  received  more  than  w^as 
neccesary  to  make  tliem  comfortable,  and  considering  the  de- 
pression of  business,  we  think  ourselves  fortunate  that  our 
expenses  in  this  department  are  less  than  on  the  previous 
year. 

AliATEMENT  OF  TaXES. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  ^v'c  have  abated 
and  given  up  taxes  amounting  to  $142.04.  Perhaps  we  may- 
have  erred  in  judgment,  but  if  so  the  parties  misrepresent 
their  case.  Some  it  will  be  seen  have  lefttowMi.  Death  has 
removed  others  from  our  midst,  and  sickness  and  want  of 
employment  compels  others  to  ask  to  be  relieved  of  their 
taxes.  But  we  would  recommend  that  all  persons  who  labor 
for  the  town  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  their  taxes,  as  this  rule 
is  adopted  in  many  othfer  towns.

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B}^  vote  of  the  town  the  Selectmen  were  instructed  to 
publish  in  their  financial  report  the  By-Liivs  of  the  town, 
and  the  following  are  all  that  is  found  on  the  Records  of  the 
Town  Clerk. 

On  March  14,  1849,  the  town  voted  that  town  meetings  be 
warned  by  posting  copies  of  the  Warrant  seven  days,  includ- 
ing two  public  days,  and  that  all  meetings  be  open  at  the  time 
specified  in  the  warrant,  and  by  vote  of  the  town  copies  of 
the  warrant  are  now  ported  in  the  following  places  ;  namely, 
one  at  the  store  of  E.  T.  Fogg,  one  at  the  First  Parish 
Church,  one  at  the  store  of  Melvin  Little,  one  at  Litchfield's 
corner,  one  at  the  store  of  John  H.  Prouty,  and  one  at  the 
store  under  Assinippi  Hall. 

The  following  list  of  B«/-laws  were  published  in  the  re- 
port of  1868. 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  CONCERNING  TRUANT 

CHILDREN. 

1.  Any  minor  convicted  of  being  an  habitual  truant,  or 
any  child  convicted  of  wandering  about  the  streets  or  public 
places  of  the  town,  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business, 
not  attending  school,  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  between 
the  ages  of  seven  and  sixteen  years,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trial  justice  having  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  may  be  commit- 
ted to  a  house  of  reformation  or  other  suitable  situation  pro- 
vided by  the  Selectmen  for  the  purpose,  for  such  a  length  of 
time  not  exceeding  two  years,  as  such  justice  may  determine. 
General  Laws^  1862,  c7«.  207. 

2.  Any  scholar  absenting  himself  from  school  without  the 
knowledge  and  consent  of  the  teacher,  parent  or  guardian, 
and  any  scholar  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  absent 
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himself  from  school  three  or  more  days,  in  either  half-term 
of  summer,  or  term  in  winter,  or  who  shall,  without  valid 
excuse,  absent  himself  from  examination,  and  any  child  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  (see  General  Statutes, 
ch.  41),  who  shall  not  attend  school  at  least  twelve  weeks 
in  a  year,  six  weeks  of  which  time  shall  be  consecutive,  shall, 
unless  there  be  sufficient  excuse  for  non-attendance,  be  deemed 
a  truant. 

3.  To  prevent  any  child  from  being  unjustly  deemed  a 
truant,  the  parent  or  guardian  of  each  child,  in  all  cases  of 
necessary  absence,  shall  previously,  if  possible,  or  at  the 
earliest  opportunity  afterward,  inform  the  teacher,  orally  or 
in  writing,  of  such  necessary  absence. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  teacher's  duty  to  require  a  Avritten  or 
oral  excuse  from  the  parent  or  guardian  in  every  case  of  ab- 
sence, and,  on  becoming  cognizant  of  any  case  of  truancy,  to 
visit  the  truant  child,  or  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  tru- 
ant, and,  by  inducement,  cause  the  child,  if  possible,  to  be- 
come a  regular  attendant  of  school ;  but  if  such  persuasion  be 
unavailing,  the  teacher  shall  record  the  name  of  such  truant 
on  the  lower  margin  of  the  School  Register,  and  shall  also 
inform  the  Town  Committee.  And  if  said  Committee  shall 
be  unable  to  persuade  such  truant  regularly  to  attend  school, 
they  shall  at  once  report  the  case  to  the  truant  officers,  who 
shall  thereupon  enter  a  complaint  according  to  the  statute. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessors  to  return  to  the 
School  Committee  each  year,  as  early  as  may  be  in  the  month 
of  May,  the  number,  names,  and  ages  of  all  the  children  in 
the  several  school  districts,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen 
years,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of 
such  children.  The  Assessors  also  shall,  upon  ascertaining 
that  the  parents  or  guardians  in  any  case  are  unable  through 
poverty,  suitably  to  clothe  their  children  to  attend  school, 
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provide  said  children  with  suitable  clothing  at  the  expense  of 
the  town. 

6.  The  almshouse  of  the  town  is  hereby  assigned  and  pro- 
vided as  a  suitable  situation  for  the  commitment  of  truants. 

7.  Three  truant  officers  shall  be  annually  chosen  in  the 
town  at  its  annual  meeting  in  March  or  April,  to  serve  one 
year,  who  shall  be  authorized,  in  case  of  violation  of  these 
by-laws,' to  make  the  complaint  and  carry  into  execution  the 
judgments  thereon,  and  for  their  services  shall  be  paid  from 
the  treasury  of  the  town.  They  shall  also,  upon  the  com- 
mitment of  truant  children  to  the  almshouse,  cause  such  chil- 
dren regularly  to  attend  school  during  the  time  of  their  com- 
mitment. Said  officers  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  the  com- 
plaints, convictions,  and  the  punishments  awarded  therefor, 
which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
School  Committee,  and  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  to 
the  Chairman  of  said  Committee,  in  such  season  that  it  may 
be  embodied  in  the  School  Report. 

8.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  when  it  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  Superior  Court,  sitting  in  any  count}'  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  been  duly  published.

priation be  $3,000,  the  same  as  last  year.

Of  the  books  charged  tlie  sum  of  $33.38  is  for  books  fur- 
nished teachers*  desks,  and  several  small  bills  which  have 
been  put  upon  the  tax  bills  by  the  Selectmen,  leaving  $16.30 
as  the  value  of  books  furnished  scholars  at  the  expense  of  the 
town. 

The  ordinary  and  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  school 
houses  have  been  reported  by  the  Selectmen,  therefore  we 
need  not  repeat  them. 

Some  necessary  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  school 
houses  in  Districts  Xos.  3,  5  and  6,  and  those  school  rooms 
with  those  in  Nos.  1  and  2  are  now  in  excellent  condition. 
We  were  also  ordered  by  State  inspectors  to  make  alterations 
in  the  opening  of  the  doors  in  Xos.  1  and  2,  which  changes 
have  been  made. 

Your  Committee  think  that  it  would  be  a  matter  of  econo- 
my, as  well  as  improvement,  if  the  houses  in  Nos.  3,  4,  5,  6 
and  7  were  painted,  and  would  suggest  that  some  action  be 
taken  with  regard  to  the  matter  at  the  next  annual  town 
meeting. 

Annexed  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  tabular  statement 
(required  by  the  town,)  of  the  absence,  tardiness  and  dis- 
missal of  each  scholar  who  has  been  a  member  of  our  schools 
the  past  three  terms,  excepting  that  no  record  of  dismissals 
was  kept  during  last  winter. 
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The  records  appear  to  1)e  complete  and  correctly  kept  ex- 
i^epting  it  may  be  in  one  district,  where,  according  to  the 
register,  there  was  not  a  case  of  tardiness  or  dismissal  during 
the  summer  and  fall  terms,  which  is  ver}^  creditable  to  par- 
ents, scholars  and  teacher  if  accurate,  but  very  discreditable 
to  the  teacher  if  uot  accurate  ;  for  a  teacher  can  offer  no 
reasonable  excuse  for  not  complying  with  the  plain  directions 
printed  in  each  register,  and  we  would  call  their  attention  to 
the  fourth  and  seventh  directions,  also  to  the  extract  from 
the  school  laws  printed  on  the  first  page  of  the  register. 

In  justice  to  many  scholars  we  must  say  that  quite  a  large 
portion  of  the  absence  is  due  to  sickness,  which  is  certainly 
excusable.  We  are  far  from  regarding  every  case  of  absence, 
tardiness  or  dismissal  a  disgrace,  for  we  well  know  that  many 
circumstances  conspire  to  render  them  unavoidable,  yet  we 
recognize  the  fiict,  so  often  alluded  to  in  reports,  that  their 
frequent  occurrence  is  a  great  hindrance  to  the  progress  of 
the  school ;  and  parents,  with  all  the  interest  they  feel  in  the 
welfare  of  their  children  and  the  school,  should  not  fail  to 
assist  the  teacher  in  distinguishing  between  the  necessary 
and  the  unnecessary  by  notifying  him  when  such  absence, 
tardiness  or  dismissal  is  necessary  or  desired  ;  many  we  know 
regard  the  writing  of  such  a  note  a  burden,  nevertheless  they 
would  feel  much  offended  should  the  teacher  punish  their 
children  supposing  them  to  be  guilty  of  either  offense. 

The  schools  in  No.  1  were  closed  previous  to  the  expira- 
tion of  the  fall  term,  caused  by  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria, 
and  No.  4  has  been  closed  a  short  time  this  winter  for  the 
same  reason.  This  loss  we  hope  to  make  good  to  those 
schools  the  present  or  next  term. 

The  condition  and  general  spirit  prevailing  in  the  schools 
seems  to  be  very  good.  Starting  the  year  with  an  able  corps 
of  teachers,  and  having  been  peculiarly  fortunate,  (so  far  as 
we  can  now  judge)  in  filling  all  vacancies  with  others  equally 
able,  we  feel  that  the  progress  of  the  schools  has  been  all  that 
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couid  ])e  reasonably  expected.  Indeed,  at  the  fall  examina- 
tion we  were  well  pleased  to  find  many  scholars  who  had  at- 
tained a  hiofh  rank  in  the  studies  they  Avere  pursuing,  not 
only  among  the  elder  classes,  but  the  younger  also  showed  a 
degree  of  proficiency  that  was  gratifying. 

The  recent  animated  discussion  of  the  subject  of  schools 
has  been  the  cause  of  a  manifest  improvement  in  their  condi- 
tion. While  the  ardent  desires  of  many  have  not  been  fully 
satislied,  the  result  has  been  we  have  granted  increased  ap- 
propriations, we  have  been  awakened  to  a  renewed  interest 
in  their  welfare,  we  have  been  lead  to  be  more  critical  and 
exacting,  and  are  watchful  that  we  may  discover  whether  the 
benefits  derived  are  keeping  pace  w^ith  the  increased  expen- 
diture. 

This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  we  believe  that  there  is  no  sub- 
ject in  town  afiairs  that  appeals  more  directly  to  the  hearts 
of  the  people  and  certainly  to  the  hearts  of  the  parents,  than 
the  right  training  and  development  of  their  children,  that 
they  may  grow"  to  the  condition  of  an  enlightened  and  elevat- 
ed manhood. 

That  our  scht)ols  may  tend  to  foster  snch  a  condition,  allow 
us  here  to  s  iy  a  few  words  concerning  a  notion  of  education 
that  is  prevalent  among  parents  and  teachers,  for  in  it  we  be- 
lieve lies  one  of  the  chief  faults  of  our  schools.  ^Ye  refer 
to  the  idea  that  nothing  is  worthy  the  name  of  education,  so 
far  as  the  work  in  schools  is  concerned,  that  cannot  be  meas- 
ured and  labeled  as  a  merchant  would  measure  and  label  his 
goods.  The  best  results  of  education  ensue  not  from  trying 
to  put  something  called  knewledge  into  our  scholars,  not 
simply  from  stowing  away  in  compartments  of  the  brain  so 
much  history  here,  so  much  arithmetic  there  and  so  much 
geography  in  another,  like  the  calico,  crockery  and  fancy 
goods  in  the  store,  but  rather  from  illustrating  that  better 
and  more  literal  meaning  of  the  word  education,  the  drawing- 
out  of  the  fiiculties  of  the  mind,  rousing  them  into  activity, 
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giving  iliem  strength,  directness  and  precision  of  effort,  en- 
ergy- and  capacity  for  work.  When  the  child  has  thus 
learned  to  use  his  senses  and  perceptions  with  evideiit  relish, 
untiring  curiosity,  keen  precision,  and  to  deduce  from  his 
observations  the  leading  principles  of  things,  you  have  truly 
educated  him ;  you  have  thrown  wide  open  for  him  the  doors 
of  the  temple  of  true  knowledge  and  enabled  him  to  see,  hear 
and  judge  with  his  own  faculties,  to  truly  exercise  those  high- 
er powers  that  elevate  him  to  the  highest  rank  of  earthly 
creation. 

We  would  not  undervalue  the  aquisition  of  facts  to  be 
stored  in  the  memory,  but  rather  the  making  of  that  the 
chief  end  and  aim,  for  such  knowledge  is  of  inferior  value. 
We  would  regard  such  acquisitions  as  so  much  raw  material 
which  is  to  l)e  relieved  of  waste  and  woven  into  a  fabric  that 
shall  delight  the  beholder  and  be  of  superior  value  to  its  pos- 
sessor. Therefore  as  showing  the  character  and  efficiency  of 
the  work  in  our  school  rooms,  we  desire  to  see  the  scholars 
mentalh'  wide  awake,  quick  to  perceive,  ready  to  respond 
promptly  to  any  call  upon  their  powers,  filled  with  a  vigor- 
ous, inquiring,  searching,  intellectual  life  ;  able  to  express 
clearly  and  fully  as  their  ages  will  admit,  the  results  of  the 
operations  of  their  minds. 

This  false  notion  of  education  also  exerts  a  vicious  influ- 
ence upon  the  teacher,  injuring  the  quality  of  instruction 
that  they  furnish  their  scholars;  for  just  the  moment  that 
the  teacher  perceives  that  the  parents  of  his  district  and  the 
committee  of  the  town  are  satisfied  with  or  desire  what  can 
be  exhibited  to  others  and  ticketed  as  so  much  knowledgfe, 
just  so  soon,  a  study  of  words  and  statements  as  they  occur 
in  the  text  books,  or  are  uttered  by  the  teacher  so  as  to  be 
faithfully  remembered,  becomes  the  principal  object  of  en- 
deavor, and  "cramming"  as  it  is  termed,  degrades  instruction 
into  an  efibrt  to  burden  the  mind  without  developing  its  pow- 


ers.  That  such  a  fault  is  common  in  our  schools,  we  think 
no  thoughtful,  observant  person,  who  is  acquainted  with 
them  will  deny  ;  else  why  is  it  that  scholars  so  often  become 
confused  if  a  question  is  asked  them  by  a  comparative 
stranger,  or  that  is  worded  somewhat  differently  from  those 
in  the  text  book,  or  the  teacher's  usual  form.  We  often  hear 
people  say  after  an  examination,  "O,  the  children  were  fright- 
ened, he  bothered  them  terribly  by  asking  such  unusual  ques- 
tions." Granted,  and  chiiming  to  feel  as  much  sympathy  for 
the  disagreeable  feeling  that  a  failure  on  an  examination  day 
may  occasion  as  anyone,  we  submit  that  such  "botheration," 
if  you  so  please  to  term  it,  was  no  injury,  but  a  benefit  in- 
stead, if  it  will  only  rouse  the  pupils  to  such  an  extent,  that 
they  will  master  a  subject  so  as  to  recognize  it  from  Avhat- 
ever  point  of  approach. 

The  voyage  of  life  for  which  the}'  are  preparing  will  bring 
them  in  contact  with  a  multitude  of  difficulties  presented  in 
every  conceivable  variety  of  manner,  which  must  be  met  and 
acted  upon  with  what  knowledge  they  may  possess  ;  no  text 
book  at  hand  to  guide  them,  no  teacher  to  assist  them,  and 
happy  are  the}'  if  their  education  has  been  such  as  to  enable 
them  to  see  and  seize  upon  every  advantageous  point  that 
may  assist  them  to  ride  triumphantly  over  any  obstacle  that 
threatens  to  overwhelm  them. 

Parents,  if  you  seek  for  your  children  the  highest  and  best 
education,  give  your  teachers  to  understand  that  you  value 
one  original  idea  deduced  from  their  own  observation,  and 
evolved  by  the  action  of  their  own  mi;ids,more  than  volumes 
of  parrot-like  recitations  that  indicate  a  cultured  memory, 
but  in  other  respects  a  mental  inactivity.

Report  of  the  Selectmen. 


The  Sf^lectmen  of  the  Town  of  Sontli  Scituate  present  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Town  the  twenty-ninth  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  January  1,  1879  ; 

On  January  1,  1878,  there  was  a  balance  against  the  Town 
of  $5,009.82,  and  you  will  find,  by  referring  to  the  financial 
standing  of  the  Town  at  the  present  time,  that  there  has 
been  a  reduction  of  the  debt  the  past  year  of  $1,555.90. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer's  report  that  the  amount  of 
taxes  outstanding  is  $3,818.25.  Depression  in  business,  so  long 
continued,  and  reduced  wages,  leads  us  to  ask  if  we  cannot 
adopt  some  method  to  lessen  our  expenses.  The  Town  has 
raised  the  past  year  for  ordinary  repairs  of  roads,  about  $42.00 
for  each  mile  of  road  in  Town  ;  and,  by  including  the  amount 
expended  for  extra  repairs,  it  amounts  to  $6.60  for  each  voter. 
There  has  been  expended  the  past  two  years  for  extra  and 
ordinary  repairs  of  roads,  $7,352.85,  and  is  it  not  now  time  to 
stop  for  a  while  these  large  appropriations  for  roads,  and  let 
the  tax  payers  breathe.    The  ordinary  expenses  of  a  Town  like 


4 

this  cannot  be  run  for  much  less  than  it  is  now  costing.  The 
danger  is  in  hirge  expenditures  for  roads  which  are  perhaps 
desirable,  but  which  are  not  absolutely  needed  now,  and 
should  not  be  pushed  forward ;  and  if  large  outlays  are 
omitted  our  Town  debt  (although  not  large)  will  soon  diminish, 
taxation  will  decrease,  and  in  a  few  years  the  Town  will  be, 
financially,  in  an  improved  condition.  By  that  time  business 
may  be  in  a  healthier  state,  and  the  Town  could  then  enter 
upon  additional  improvements ;  and,  finally,  if  you  wisli  to  pay 
small  taxes  and  not  increase  the  Town  debt,  you  must  attend 
Town  meetings,  and  vote  for  no  appropriation  unless  absolutely 
necessary. 


VALUATION  OF  PROPERTY. 

As  it  is  now  nearly  twenty  years  since  a  thorough  valuation 
of  the  real  estate  liable  to  taxation  was  made,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  but  what  the  valuation  at  the  present  time  is  unequal, 
and  the  question  of  a  new  valuation,  at  no  distant  clay,  is 
worthy  of  your  consideration. 


ROADS. 

There  has  been  expended  the  past  year  for  ordinary 
repairs  of  highways,  $1,935.26;  and  for  extra  repairs  on  Main 
street,  $878.50 ;  and  for  other  extra  repairs,  drain  pipe,  and 
gravel,  $214.03  ;  making  the  total  amount  expended  for  roads, 
$3,027.79. 

The  County  Commissioners  will  probably  order  repairs  on 
the  street  and  bridge  near  the  house  of  Elijah  Barstow  the 
ensuing  year.    The  expense,  however,  will  not  be  large. 


SUPPORT  OF  POOR. 


The  cost  for  support  of  Poor  in  the  Almshouse  the  past 
year  has  been  $1,190.62.  The  number  of  tramps  provided  for 
has  been  two  hundred  and  thirty-four,  about  one  half  as  many 
as  in  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  is  probably  caused  by 
the  law  of  last  year,  as  now  very  many  of  them  are  furnished 
free  lodgings  by  the  officers  of  the  law. 

The  cost  for  support  of  *Poor  out  of  the  Almshouse  has  been 
$1,669.59.  There  has  been  received  and  is  due  from  the  State 
and  towns,  $771.50,  leaving  the  total  cost  to  the  Town,  $898,09.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  SOUTH  SCITUATE, 
January  i,  iS/q. 
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REPORT. 


In  making  to  the  Town  this,  our  annual  report,  we 
will  first  briefly  present  the  circumstances  and  condition 
of  the  schools  for  the  past  year  : 

DISTRICTS  TWO,  THREE  AND  SEVEN. 

No  change  of  teachers  has  occurred  in  the  schools  in 
these  districts.  In  consequence  of  this,  and  the  ability 
and  faithfulness  of  the  teachers,  the  progress  of  the 
schools  has  not  been  retarded.  We  have  observed  with 
pleasure  the  continued  advancement  of  the  several 
classes,  noted  the  good  order  and  excellent  conduct  of 
the  scholars  in  the  several  schools.  Their  present  con- 
dition is  satisfactory. 
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DISTRICTS  FIVE  AND  SIX, 

One  change  of  teachers  only  has  occurred  in  these 
schools,  and  this  by  reason  of  the  resignation  of  teachers 
who  were  satisfactorj^  to  the  Committee.  We  were  for- 
tunate in  supplying  their  places  with  teachers  who  had 
previously  taught  in  Town,  and  who  possessed  the  confi- 
dence of  the  Committee.  The  progress  of  the  schools 
has  been  such,  and  their  present  condition  so  good,  as  to 
show  that  our  confidence  was  not  misplaced. 

DISTRICT  ONE. 

In  the  Primary  department,  in  this  District,  the  teacher 
who  had  acceptably  taught  the  school  from  its  com- 
mencement resigned,  to  enter  another  sphere  of  labor, 
in  w^hich  she  has  th^  best  wishes  of  the  Committee.  Her 
place  was  filled  by  one  whom  we  felt  was  well  qualified 
,for  the  work.  At  the  fall  examination  our  expectations 
were  realized.  We  feel  that  the  progress  of  the  school 
has  not  been  retarded,  and  its  present  condition  is  grat- 
ifying. 

Not  so,  however,  in  the  Grammar  department.  Three 
different  teachers  have  had  charge  of  this  school  during 
the  past  year,  all  well  qualified  instructors.  So  many 
changes  in  manner  and  method  have  operated  to  hinder 
the  progress  of  the  school.  We  cannot,  however,  attrib- 
ute this  to  the  lack  of  efHciency  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers.    At  present  it  appears  to  be  recovering  lost

ground,  and  its  condition  is  as  good  as  could  be  expect- 
ed. We  trust  it  may  soon  become  number  one,  in  qual- 
ity as  well  as  in  name. 

DISTRICT  FOUR. 

The  school  in  this  District  has  been  peculiarly  unfor- 
tunate, no  less  thiin  five  teachers  having  been  employed 
for  periods  varying  from  one  week  to  a  term,  during  the 
year.  Ill  health  of  the  teacher  for  the  summer  term 
compelled  the  employment  of  substitutes.  At  the  close 
of  the  summer  term  she  resigned  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  the  Normal  school.  Her  successor  was  a  lady 
of  experience  and  good  reputation,  and  the  Committee 
felt  that  the  place  was  satisfactorily  filled,  but  at  the 
close  of  the  fall  term  she  presented  her  resignation, 
necessitating  a. new  appointment.  Tfie  present  teacher 
is  well  qualified  as  an  instructor,  and  possesses  the  confi- 
dence of  the  Committee. 

GENERAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

When  we  say  that  the  condition  of  the  schools  is 
generally  satisfactory,  we  mean  under  existing  circum- 
stances, not  that  they  might  not  be  improved.  On  the 
contrary,  we  believe  they  are  susceptible  of  much 
improvement.  Allow  us,  therefore,  to  briefiy  suggest 
wherein  a  change  might  be  made  that  would  be  of  ben- 
efit to  the  schools. 
4 
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We  would  premise  that  our  schools  are  intended  for 
the  acquisition  of  elementary  knowledge,  such  as  will 
afford  a  broad  and  firm  foundation  for  the  erection  of 
any  superstructure  that  may  become  necessary  in  the 
future  life  of  the  pupils,  and  to  train  them  to  habits  of 
intelligent  observation  and  reflection,  both  in  a  moral 
and  intellectual  point  of  view. 

As  our  schools  are,  morality  can  be  best  taught  by 
example,  and  such  incidental  impressing  of  moral  truths 
as  every  good  teacher  knows  how  to  introduce,  vary- 
ing as  the  occasion  that  calls  them  forth.  This,  to  be 
effectual,  must  be  supplemented  by  good  home  training. 

It  is  with  reference  to  the  intellectual  branch  of  edu- 
cation that  we  wish  more  particularly  to  speak. 

We  would  urge  a  greater  uniformity  in  the  studies 
pursued  in  the  several  schools,  and  by  the  several  schol- 
ars, devoting  less  time  to  some  and  more  time  to  others 
than  is  the  case  at  present. 

Let  us  examine  with  reference  to  some  of  the  studies 
and  note  the  results. 

Take  Reading  for  instance.  From  the  time  the  child 
enters  school  till  the  day  he  leaves,  Reading  is  constantly 
pursued,  both  as  a  special  recitation  and  incidentally  in 
the  acquisition  of  other  knowledge.  In  the  ten  or  more 
years  devoted  to  that  study,  what  are  the  results  ?  We 
leave  it  to  your  own  observation  to  determine  the  per- 
centage of  good  readers  that  graduate  from  our  public 
schools.    We  are  inclined  to  think  that  constant  drilling 
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has  induced  indifference,  or  that  the  elementary  instruc- 
tion was  indifferent. 

Again,  Arithmetic  is  studied  for  eight  or  more  years, 
and  we  think  with  as  good  results  as  any  subject  taught 
in  our  schools.  Yet  how  few  gain  such  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  subject  as  to  readily  and  correctly 
solve  an  ordinary  business  problem  !  or,  if  able  to  obtain 
a  solution,  how  many  would  use  a  mass  of  figures  to 
obtain  a  result  that  most  business  men  would  arrive  at 
mentally ! 

Writing  is  an  almost  daily  practice  for  seven  or  eight 
years.  Do  we  show  many  specimens  of  a  beautiful 
chirography  ?  Are  there  not  many  specimens  that  can 
scarcely  be  called  legible  ? 

It  may  be  that  in  the  constant  drill  upon  these  three 
principal  subjects  of  attention  in  the  school-room,  we 
introduce  much  that  is  of  little  value,  to  the  exclusion  of 
that  which  is  beneficial  ;  at  least,  the  results  seem  small 
compared  with  the  time  spent. 

You  may  ask.  Why  do  you  not  institute  a  reform  ? 
We  would  be  glad  to  do  so,  but  reforms  are  of  slow 
growth,  and  to  be  successful  must  be  supported  by 
public  opinion,  and,  in  return,  we  will  ask,  Why  do 
parents  so  earnestly  desire  that  their  children  should  be 
studying  on  the  last  page  of  the  book  instead  of  the 
first?  Why  do  they  desire  them  to  be  struggling  with 
the  intricacies  of  Square  root.  Cube  root.  Arithmetical 
and  Geometrical  progressions,  Position,  and  Geometrical 
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problems,  when  tliey  scarcely  perform  accurately  the  four 
fmidameiital  operations,  and  fractions  are  a  source  of 
constant  perplexity  ? 

Why  do  you  allow  your  children  to  abandon  Grammar 
ere  they  can  construct  an  ordinary  sentence  correctly, 
and  substitute  therefor  Algebra  ?  Is  the  knowledge  of 
operations  on  Algebraic  formulas  of  more  importance 
tluin  the  right  and  facile  use  of  our  own  language  ?  But 
we  forbear.  We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  object- 
ing to  these  studies  ;  far  from  it,  we  wish  they  were 
better  taught  than  now. 

We  desire  that  our  pupils  shall  be  better  versed  in  the 
elements  before  they  begin  to  build  the  superstructure, 
and  that  pupils  of  equal  ability  should  pursue  a  more 
uniform  course. 

We  find  some  attending  to  Reading,  Writing,  Gram- 
mar, Geography,  Arithmetic,  History,  Algebra,  Spelling, 
(a  formidable  array),  and  we  know  not  what  others  out 
of  school.  Others  of  the  same  grade,  equal  ability,  and 
(so  far  as  their  studies  go)  in  the  same  classes,  pursuing 
only  half  as  many. 

As  a  result,  the  one  has  a  series  of  imperfect  lessons, 
or  the  other  has  half  his  time  to  annoy  his  teacher,  if  so 
disposed,  or,  at  least,  to  sit  in  idleness. 

As  a  remedy,  adopt  some  uniform  system  not  to 
exclude  those  studies  (for  they  are  good  in  themselves), 
but  to  so  arrange  them  that  one  shall  not  be  overburd- 
ened and  another  underworked.    Require  all  pupils  to 
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pursue  the  same  course,  unless  specially  excused,  when 
their  mental  condition  or  power,  or  any  other  circum- 
stance, makes  such  a  course  advisable.  It  would  seem 
that  some  such  course  might  be  adopted,  which  would 
give  to  each  branch  an  appropriate  place,  stir  the  flag- 
ging zeal  of  the  indolent,  satisfy  the  cravings  of  the 
ambitious,  and  lay  a  broader  foundation  for  future 
building. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The  fall  examination  of  the  schools  was  very  thorough, 
and  conducted  on  a  plan  new  to  this  town.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  was  assigned  certain  subjects  in 
which  they  were  to  examine  the  schools  privately,  and  as 
thoroughly  as  the  time  allotted  would  permit.  This  does 
away  with  many  of  the  objectionable  features  of  exam- 
ination in  the  ordinary  way,  puts  the  pupils  more  at 
their  ease,  and  prevents  the  substitution  of  any  special 
preparation  in  the  place  of  an  examination. 

Making  due  allowance  for  the  friction  incident  to  the 
introduction  of  new  methods,  we  think  the  plan  was  a 
success. 

Some  of  the  teachers  have  expressed  themselves 
strongly  in  its  favor,  as  being  more  just  and  inducing 
more  thoroughness,  and  certainly  we  know  that  we 
gained  a  much  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  school- 
work  than  ever  before.    Our  aim  has  been  to  lead  the 
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teachers  to  make  their  teaching  less  theoretical  and 
more  practical,  so  that  scholars,  on  leaving  the  school, 
shall  be  enabled  to  apply  what  they  have  learned  to  the 
practical  business  of  the  life  then  opening  before  them. 
The  success  of  this  experiment  confirms  us  in  the  opinion 
that,  at  least,  one  of  the  examinations  during  the  year 
should  be  conducted  in  this  manner. 

SCHOOL  PBOPERTY. 

Pursuing  the  plan  that  we  commenced  last  year,  of 
improving  our  older  school-rooms,  to  make  them  corres- 
pond in  some  degree  with  the  new,  we  have  made  some 
repairs  and  changes  in  the  room  in  Xo.  7  ;  and  all  the 
school-rooms  in  town  are  now  in  fair  condition,  unless  we 
except  the  seating  in  Xo.  7,  of  which  some  complaint  has 
been  made,  the  desks  being  badly  defaced  and  the  chair 
seats  very  rough. 

Your  Committee  w^ere  not  inclined  to  enter  upon  such 
an  expense  as  might  be  required  to  refurnish  the  room, 
preferrhig  to  remit  the  consideration  of  that  subject  to 
the  town.  The  desks  in  No.  3  are  supported  on  wooden 
standards,  which  are  easily  racked  and  twisted,  and  have, 
therefore,  become  quite  movable.  We  would,  therefore, 
suggest  (if  the  Town  see  fit  to  do  anything  in  the  matter) 
that  the  room  in  No.  7  be  refurnished,  and  that  the  iron 
standards  of  that  room  be  used  to  supply  the  place  of  the 
wooden  ones  in  No.  3.  Otherwise,  the  school  property 
is  in  good  condition,  excepting  the  need  of  paint  on  the 
outside  of  some  of  the  school  houses.

LENGTH  OF  SCHOOLS. 

We  have  increased  the  length  of  the  terms  so  that  our 
schools  have  continued  thirty- eight  weeks  the  past  year, 
and  hope  that  we  may  lengthen  two  weeks  the  present 
year,  so  as  to  make  the  school  forty  weeks  long. 

RECOMMENDATIONS, 

We  would  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
support  of  schools,  the  j)resent  year,  be  the  same  as  the 
past  year. 

Also,  that  the  Town  vote  to  paint  one  or  more  of 
their  school  houses.
